TKe Chicago Motor Club- 
AAA offers these - winter 
driving tips that can pre- 
vent minor or major acci- 
dents: 

- Drivers arc advised to 
leave for their destinations 
earlier, on cold and snowy 
days since traffic moves 
much slower under adverse 
conditions. Leaving earlier 
also" permits adequate time 
to clean off all windows for 
full vision. Drivers should 
always carry ice scrsrpers 
and snow brushes. 

- Become accustomed to 
driving at slower speeds. 
Steady, safe speeds should 
be maintained on snow 
packed and icy roads. 
Avoid sudden starts and 
stops. 

Allow a .greater • dis- 
tance when following. Be 
extra alert to traffic ahead. 
A vehicle ahead may stop 
just beyond an icy spot; the 



extra distance you main- 
tained could enable you to 
come to a safe stop. 

- If your car starts to skid, 
turn ydur~fronf wheels in 
the direction of the slide. 
The intent of this action is 
to keep the vehicle rolling 
straight ahead and not to 
allow it to slip sideways into 
a spin. 



- Don't oversteer. Sud- 
den sharp twists of the 
steering wheel can result in

- Don's overbrake. Apply
